jority of them, who observed it closely. Un­ 
til the end of time, proposals to legislate 
liquor out of existence will he answered by 
tho experience of the United Stat** in the 
decade following the World war. 


During the greater part of the lives of 
the generation which rem* bed maturity in 
Ike post war period, the 18th amendment 
has been a burning issue. 
Often, members 
of this generation have wished that it could 
be eliminated, ao that they might have op­ 
portunity to discus! other problems of at 
least equal Importance. 


They are thinking, perhaps, that Ty vot­ 
ing to reptml the 18th amendment, they 
have gained a respite from the problems it 
has symbolised. 
They should not

Four years ago when Alexander Leyge 
was named chairman of the newly formed 
farm board, a great experiment in agricul­ 
tural aid was believed to have been given 
tile blessing of leadership by an eminently 
capable man.

It was as good as any man in the 
United States could have given. 
The farm 
board, nevertheless, is os dead as the last 
dodo.

lf it has seemed that the principal Justi­ 
fication of a good many traffic lights placed 
et crossroad* on main highways is their 
decorative effect, a state supreme court de­ 
cision clinches the conclusion. 
A decision 
holding that villages are without authority 
to enforce traffic signals on the state high­ 
way system has been rendered in the a iv 
peal of the village of Englewood, Mont­ 
gomery country, against E. L. Bettis. 
Every motorist is familiar with at least 
one light which seems to be subject to re­ 
moval on these grounds. 
Although a great 
many traffic signals undoubtedly will con­ 
tinue to be tolerated despite lack of author­ 
ity to enforce them, the court’s decision- 
may result In elimination of some that have 
served no worthy purpose, 
lf they con­ 
tribute directly to safety, motorists will ob- 
■erve them regardless of faulty constitu­ 
tional status. 
Fortunately, there Is no general disposi­ 
tion to question the control made possible 
by automatic traftic lights. 
On the whole, 
they are observed carefully because of the 
mutual protection they afford as mechani­ 
cal arbiters of highway 
decisions which 
cannot safely to left to the judgment of 
moth isis. 
Tho habitual 
"light crasher” 
soon Is made to realise his unpopularity. 
The mechanical light is, however, a de­ 
vice which can be overworked. Every light 
whic h comes to be regarded as a nuisance 
by any considerable number of motorists 
detracts from the efficiency of the traffic 
light system an a whole. 
Some signals 
should be eliminated entirely tor this rea­ 
son. 
Many others should be iii use only 
during hours when there is actual need for 
them.
